Washington 
(JP) — A de- 


cision~on approval of one mil- 
lion dollars to begin construc- 
tion of a much-discussed flood 
control dam on the Allegheny 
River at Kinzua, Pa., is due 
Thursday. 
"It looks like Thursday, the 


13th, will be the lucky day," 
Rep. Cannon (D-Mo), chair- 
man of the House Appropria- 
tions Committee, told a news- 
man. 


At the same time the com- 


mittee will decide whether to 
continue deepening of the Del- 
aware River to 35 feet be- 
tween Philadelphia and Tren- 
ton, N. J., or to go to the 40- 
ioot depth recommended by 
many Delaware Valley inter- 
ests. 


The two projects are part 


of a vast public works bill on 
which an appropriations sub- 
committee collected lengthy 
testimony released to the pub- 
lic this week. 


Although the subcommittee 


has drawn up its recommenda- 
tions on both projects, no one 
has disclosed for publication 
what the decisions are. 


Sources close to the subcom- 


mittee, however, regard the 
million dollar 
appropriation 


for the Kinzua Dam as in the 
bag for .pro-dam, interests de- •• 


• spite stiff opposition register- 
ed by the Seneca Indians of 
western New Tork state.

Harrisburg (IP)—Republicans closed ranks today to support an 


87 million dollar budget cut through the Legislature. 


Sen. Rowland B. Mahany, Republican floor leader, forecast passage 


of the $1,111,000,000 general appropriation bill which incorporates most 
of the cuts in Gov. Leader's budget of $1,559,000,000. 


"We're in a position to roll this late today or tonight," he told a 


newsman. "We have enough votes for it without any Democratic 
help."

Sen. William J. Lane (D-Washington) said Democrats would of- 


fer a long string of amendments to the measure. 


"We haven't given up yet," he 


said. "We're going to put the Re- 
publicans on the line on every one 
of the cuts they made." 


Senate Democrats were not ex- 


pected to fare much better than 
;heir colleagues in the House last 
night. 


The industrial development ap- 


propriation was fixed by the House 
at 3 million dollars for the next 
two yyears compared to the 1% 
million 
dollar figure 
originally 


proposed by House Republicans. 


Democrats lost, 73-113, in their 


fight to revise the measure to the 
5 millions originally asked by the 
•overnor. 


On another front, House Repub- 


licans resolved long-standing dif- 
ferences on state aid to school dis- 
tricts and agreed on a $31,300,000 
compromise that Democrats also 
promised to support. 


Other legislative developments:

Democratic floor leader, sponsored 
legislation to impose a 1 per cent 
payroll 'tax. to finance occupation- 
al disease benefits. 


Republicans immediately declar- 


ed the bill dead.

Toronto (JP)—A smashing politi- 


cal upset today ended the 22-year' 
rule of Canada's Liberal party and 
promised the country a minority 
Conservative cabinet headed by 61- 
year-old John Diefenbaker. 


The Conservatives, campaigning 


on a "time for a change" platform, 
won the most seats in the House 
of Commons elections yesterday 
but fell short of a majority. 


Prime Minter Louis St. Laurent, 


the Liberal party chief, is expected 
to resign this week and recom- 
mend that Gov. Gen. Vincent Mas- 
sey ask Diefenbaker to form a new 
cabinet. 


The Tories will have to rule as a 


minority government, as the Lib- 
erals did after the 1945 election. 
Leaders of both-minor parties said 
they would not join a coalition 
cabinet, although both indicated 
they would support the Conserva- 
tives if they put forward a satis- 
factory program. 


It was considered likely, how- 


ever, that Diefenbaker would not 
want to try governing for very 
long with the aid of other groups 
but would bring on another elec- 
tion soon m an effort to win a ma- 
jority. 


With 4 of the 265 Commons 


seats undecided, the Conservatives 
early today had won 110, the Lib- 
erals 103, the Socialist CCF Co- 
operative Commonwealth Federa- 
.tion 24, the Social Credit party 18 
and Independents 6. 


In the popular vote, however, 


the Conservatives 
were trailing 


the Liberals, 2,239,086 to 2,396,080. 
This was the tabulation by the 
Canadian Press of 37,116 of the 
43,100 precincts.

For Mental Health Diverted 


Harrisburg 
(JP) — Aud. Gen. 


Charles C. Smith reported today 


he has completed an inves- 


tigation showing the Welfare De- 
•artment has diverted funds from 
-he mental health program in a 
'highly irregular procedure." 


Smith said that Welfare Secre- 


iary Harry Shapiro carried 39 per- 
sons who worked in his office on 
the payroll of Danv»-le State Hos- 
pital, a mental institution. _ 


"These people never worked at 


Danville and were never in the 
lospital," Smith declared at a spe- 
k.ial news conference. 


Shapiro declined comment until 


had an opportunity to study 


e Smith statement fully. 
The 39 employes, mostly clerks, 
re paid annual salaries ranging 
m $2,400 to $6,000 a year. 
I say the mental health pro- 


gram is being cheated because he 
(Shapiro), used its funds to pay 


He 


people who had nothing to do with 
mental health," Smith declared. 


Asked if there wag anything ir- 


regular about the practice, Smith 
replied, "It certainly is irregular— 
it is a diversion of funds against 
the intent of the Legislature." 


Smith released a compilation of 


the workers in question from pay 
records. It showed that they were 
on the Danville payroll for periods 
ranging from three months to one 
year. Most were transferred to the 
Welfare Department's administra- 
tive payroll on April 8, 1957. 


Smith said the transfers were 


made after Shapiro "definitely 
lied" to the Joint Appropriation: 
Committee when asked about the 
39 employes. 


Smith said he had not notified 


Shapiro of the results of his in- 
vestigation but intended to do so. 


Smith said 14 of the 39 workers 


in question have now, resigned.

Warren's new sewage treatment plant moved rapidly toward con- 


struction at Council meeting last evening as members granted approval 
for proper borough officials to execute a contract with Chester Engi- 
needs on behalf of the Sanitary Authority. 


This done, it was estimated by a committee member that bids for 


the $1,500,000 project could be ready for advertisement within six 
weeks. 


In other Important action, Warren Borough's two most famous

It was announced two plans are 


presently under study to determine 
how individuals would have their 
fair share of sewage costs figured.

Italy Faces Most

Rome (JP)—President Giovanni 


Gronchi today started a search for 
a new Christian Democratic pre- 
mier to lead Italy out of the most 
bewildering political jungle in its 
postwar history.

He was In 
excellent spirits and there was 
little trace in his face of the ill- 
ness which kept him confined to 
bed all day yesterday. 


The President was natty in a 


ight brown suit, white short and 
red tie with a purple figure. 


He asked photographers whether 


they wanted him to stand or re- 
main seated at his desk. They 
asked him to stay seated. 


"Is your stomach sore 7" one 


photographer asked. 


"No, not at all—it Isn't this 


morning," 
Eisenhower 
replied 


with a chuckle. Then he added: 
Td be able to do with a few 
steaks." 


It wasn't until late yesterday 


afternoon that Eisenhower got hia 
first serving of semisoUd food—a 
helping of milk toast.

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SEWAGE TREATMENT PLANT 


It's the patrons who profit and the patrons who pay. 
Warren Borough residents (and perhaps others 


nearby later) are due shortly to profit from a new 
sewage treatment plant. The benefits to healthful con- 
ditions can hardly be underrated. 


The Sewage Treatment Plant Authority has under 


consideration now a proposal to save local taxpa> ers 
an estimated 560,000 of the $1,500,000 cost's. 


To accomplish this the Authority may begin its 


assessment of potential patrons from the time con- 
struction of the new treatment plant starts. In this 
way more money will be available to meet going 
costs of the "project. Over the 30-year bond-retiring 
route for 51,500,000 of bonds engineers have estimat- 
ed this yearly'tariff will save 560,000, a sizeable chunk 
of change in anybody's book. 


It was also pointed out in Council last evening that 


during the past 28 years or so in which a new sewage 
treatment plant had been considered, the seeming end- 
less discussions Avith Chester Engineers had devolved 
to a 540,000 community advantage. With a five per- 
cent going rate at present for engineers' percentage of 
contractual costs, Warren finds itself nearing actual 
plans and construction with 59,000 of plans prepared 
outside a contract at considerable savings. 


This means that instead of paying Chester En- 


gineers some 580.000 total, the figure AVI 11 be closer to 
334,250 plus the 39,000 already Avell spent. 


The community Avill probably be able to put this 


savings to good use next year. In fiscal 1958, Warren 
along Avith other relatively smaller communities, will 
probably find itself with an abbreviated police force, 
^thanks to 40-hour police week legislation about to be 
booted through an election-minded state legislature. 


This means that unless the community wishes to 


operate on a skeleton 3-man force at most times more 
men will be necessary. Any money saved elsewhere 
in the budget can certainly be well spent. 


SAVINGS BONDS AS INVESTMENTS 


The nation's safest investment risk—U. S. Savings 


Bonds—still have the blessing of nearly two-thirds of 
the country's bankers as a good way to save, reports 
Sam DaAvson in his Associated Press feature column 
"Business Mirror." 


Half of the bankers, he says, say they feel a patri- 


otic or moral duty to go on pushing their sales for the 
U. S. Treasury. A third think the new higher interest 
rates will boost sales, which had been lagging. 


These are the findings in replies of 500 bankers 


queried by the American Banker, daily newspaper of 
banking and credit. The question, however, brought 
some sharply Avorded dissents. 


Many investors have been turning to other invest- 


ment forms that pay higher returns—with the risks 
invoked running all the nay from small to frankly 
speculative. 


Higher interest rates else\vhere caused redemp- 


tions of U. S. savings bonds to top sales by I1 o billion 
dollars in the period between the start of the fiscal 
year July 1 and the limp this spring Avhen Congress 
gave the Treasury power to lift the interest rates to 
3i 4 from 3 per cent. 


The debate in financial circles o\er whpther banks 


should go on advising customers to buy savings bonds 
led the paper to query the bankers. 


More than 62 pei cent replying say they can consci- 


entiously recommend the bonds as gainful investment. 
Some 23 per cent say they can't, "and the rest gave 
equivocal answers. 


Bankers' patriotic or moral duty to push sales is as 


strong today as it was in uartime, in the opinion of 
about half of them. Some 28 per cent think the duty- 
has ended and the rest take no stand. 


But asked whether their banks Avere active in 


nushing sales or merely passive in affording the 
-hence to buy bonds, the bankers divided about 
:ven:y.

As 
auto travel increases the problem 
grows more acute. 


And more expensive. Accord- 


ling to one source, more than fifty 


i million dollars of tax money are 
ibeing spent annually for cleaning 
[up primary highways alone. 


WHATS TO be done? It's no 


coincidence that the "litterbug" 
is being publicized as a nuisance 
k)f undesirable importance. Three 
years ago a national movement 
•was organized as Keep .America 
Beautiful, Inc., to help make us 
conscious of the litter problem. 


Every state has endorsed its 


objectives. Its educational efforts 
are directed through schools and 
civic organizations. 


In Maryland, the first state to 


organize a state-wide movement, 
the federated garden clubs have 
sponsored anti-litter contests and 
campaigns with the junior gar- 
den clubs to teach youngsters the 
desirability of taking care of 
public as well as personal prop- 
erty. 


One of the most efficient ways 


devised by KAB to curb travel 
trash is the litter bag. This 
lamounts, in essence, to a conven- 
ient wastebasket in the car.

Into this bag should go all the 


paper scraps, gum and candy 
wrappers, and so on. Nothing is 
hurled out the window. 


The KAB recommends keeping 


a few medium-sized bags in the 
car if you're making a trip. When 
one is filled, deposit it in the next 
trash barreL 


MOST SERVICE stations now 


have trash barrels displayed 
prominently. On a recent auto 
trip, I noted big trasb. barrels in 
service stations, near roadside 
eating stops and more of them in 
public picnic areas. Some of the 
service stations even gave out 


litter bags as reminders. 


Another reminder worked up 


by schools and junior clubs is to 
decorate an ordinary bag witb> 
colored plastic tape or paint, to- 
be used as a litter bag. This 
might be a good way to Intro- 
duce the family to the idea on 
the next trip. 


Children tend to imitate the, 


habits of grownups. So it's upj 
to Mom and Dad to set the good! 
example by never leaving a pic-1 
nic site despoiled by loose paper,| 
garbage or e m p t y bottles; by, 
never throwing anything — no 
matter how small—from a car 
window; by never d r o pp ing 
wrappers on the street, even if 
it means pocketing them until a- 
trash barrel is reached.

'Actually, the medal has proved a 


bad omen for two persons con- 
nected with it. The Lebanon attor- 
nej who informed "Ed" that he 
was to receive the honor dropped 
over dead of a heart attack four 
houzs later. Less than two hours 
aftei Lebanon prime 
minister 


Sami Bey Solh had pinned on the 
medal he was stricken with a ser- 
ious ieart attack, is still recuper- 
ating! (The picture, incidentally, 
which was taken of the prime min- 
ister pinning the medal on was 
the last taken of the popular poli- 
tical figure before his attack and 
as such was circulated widely in 
Middle East news mediums.) 


"Ed" 
and 
wife, 
Anne-Marie, 


gave in to political unrest in the 
Middle East last September when 
Nasser 
nationalized the 
Suez 


Canal. They figured at that point 
it was time to get the children 
awayi and son, Richard, aged 10, 
and Patricia, 6, probably set some 
sort of transcontinenal flight re- 
cord when they flew home alone on 
Pan American. They were met in 
New York City none the worse 
for the trip half-way around the 
world alone by Mrs. Gilbert, who 
is a companion to Miss Anna 
Rockwell. 


The couple have another child, 


Bettina, aged 2, who stayed on in 
Beirut until Christmas. Actually 
the family had excellent police pro- 
tection during the unrest. Not only 
were they offered guards because 
of American citizenship but also 
because they lived next door to an 
ambassador. 


Galtex has a 13,000 barrel a day

Is about 20 miles from Beirut and 
the terminal to the oil pipe "Tap- 
line" owned by four American 
companies.

HIGH BID FOB WOOL, 


The highest bid for wool In a 


number of years was received by 
the Northwestern 
Pennsylvania 


Sheep and Wool Growers Co-oper- 
ative Association at the Crawford 
county court house in Meadville 
last night. H. T. Miles of Titus- 
ville, RD S, secretary-treasurer of 
the association, had charge of the 
bidding. The 1957 wool pool sale 
went to Winslow & Co. of Boston. 
The firm bid 65c to 55c a poyfnd 
for the biggest category of wool, 
the three-eighths and one-quarter 
grades. For fine and half-blood, 
the company bid 63-65c; half-blood, 
short wool, 63-65c; clothing one- 
quarter, 65-55c; low quarter, 65- 
55c, reject 58c; common, 55c; cara- 
cul, 30c; tag 16c. There were eight 
bidders, Mr. Miles said. There was 
not much difference between the 
two highest bids. The wool pool 
will be held in Titusville on June 
25 at the Pennsylvania Railroad 
freight station, and in Meadville at 
the Erie Railroad freight station 
on June 26. The first lamb pool 
of 1957 will be held at Union City 
stockyards June 22 from 9 a. m. to 
noon.
